da Paris, against John Murray Forbes, 
Ng Woon San How Qua, Creasy 
Ewens, Ng Chau Fong, Ho Tang, Ng Lai 
Chau, Ng Chung Man, Ng Heung Lan end 
Ng Pak Wan, The Banks’ olaims against 
Messrs Rusarll and Co. amounted to $230,000, 
and for this sum they have stready got judg- 
ment. To cover thedebt, the Banka seized 
some property ia Hongkong which is alleged 
to have belonged tothe firm.

THE INVERTMENT OF FORT ARTHUR, 

Tho China Gazelte of 7th inst, dealing 
with the violories of the Japanese on the 
Liaotung Peninvata and the reported invest- 
mont of Port Arthur, anya:— ~ 
~ Meanwhile the Chinese ‘in Shanghai, and 
we presume allover the couutry, ate mak- 
ing u brave attempt to pat on an air of aa- 
tional rejoicing, wheo aay other people 
would be giving uptheir loins and pre~ 
paring seriowly to mectthe-enemy, The 
Shanghai Taotai entertained the Foreign 
Consuls at on elaborate tiffin party in the 
City, followed by theatrioals; still if the 
Chinese attach any importance to the tole- 
gvaws they ciroulate we fear the feast must 
have been bata hollow offair, as far as the 
feelings of the hosts wera concerned, But 
we ore not inolined to accept unquestioned 
any report emanating from Chefoo, or from 
the Chinese Telegraph employees them- 
telves, Our Correspondont in Chefoo 
hes instructions to telegraph no rue 
mours or what this one or that one 
believes, but to confine himself to ao- 
tual facts, He bes aot wired that Port 
Arthur has heen attacked, and all the 
telegrams that we have acen merely im- 
ply that the foreignera who hed arrived 
from Port Arthur at Chefoo yeste: y (6th 
inst.) reported that it was to bo wutacked, 
for if the attack had taken place before they 
left, it ia obvious they could not get away 
avensily. They probably surmised the for- 
tress itself was likely to be the next point 
to receive the attention of the Japancee after 
they had done with ‘ta-lienwan and Chin- 
chow, and left before trouble began. There 
iano telegraphic connection between Port 
Arthur and aoy other station in possession 
of the Chiness at the present moment, an- 
other point which makes in favonr of the 
belief that the announcement of the attack 
upon Port Arthur ia premature, or we 
should have heard of it first by way of Japan. 
All the prerious movements of tha Ja- 
psneee Second Army Corps, under Marshal 
Oyama, go to show that for the Present, 
and anti the Chinese Army at Moukden is 
destroyed, operations must be confined to tha 
northern part of the Lisctung peninaula, 
The report that Japavese cavalry soouts bave 
been seen quite close to Moukdea is indica- 
tive that acumhined attack upon that im- 
periant city mach more likely than one 
upon Fort Arthar for a few daye—until the 
fate of the city of the Manchus is settled 
ong way orolber, With a flest' am feable 
and ineffeative na the Chinese is ct present, 
the strategia importance of Port Arthur is 
greatly reduoid, though we have no doubt 
that it will, ere many daye, command the 
serious attention of the Japanese, who will 
probably ale approach it from both land 
and sta Bt the same time, 

BIR EDWARD GREY ON THE SITUATION. 

Sir E. Groy, M.P., Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, speaking at’ Wooler, 
Northumberland, on 10th,inst., seid,—He 
would tell them, what was undoubtedly 
occupying the atbention of the Government 
at the present moment in foreign affairs.
